It h as been nine years since Lon 
don sa w a coronation, E dw a r d VII. 
h aving been crowned in August, 11)02. 
T h e date of th e event w as originally 
fixed for .Imre 20, h ut an illness of th e 
king caused it to la* postponed. 
Th is 
year it is set fur June 22. 
T h e London 
tradesmen, English nobles a n d Ameri 
can toadies a re making th e most of it 
for th e reason th at it may be long be 
fore th ey witness anoth er one. George 
V. is only forty-six and conges of a long 
lived race. 
Ills fath er was much older 
wh en h e ascended th e th rone, wh ich 
accounts for th e sh ortness of h is reign. 
Queen Victoria, tin* gra ndm oth er of 
th e [» resent king, reigned more th an 
fifty years. 
Th ere are m any English men wh o say 
th is is th e last coronation th nt will 
ever be seen in Great Britain. 
Evi­ 
dently th ey th ink th at wh en th e Eng 
lisli people get th rough tr im ming tiie 
peers th ey will seek th e ‘‘m a n h igh er 
up." 
It is not nlone disgust with an 
outworn system th at prompts th ese ex 
pressions. but th ere is a personal note 
also in evidence. 
W h ate ver th e rea­ 
son. King George is not so popular 
as eith er h is fath er or grandmoth er. 
At th is distance lie seems a 
fairly 
good sort, 
ra th e r colorless, perh aps, 
with virtues of th e negative sort, no 
vices to speak of and ability of a quiet 
kind. 
11 is accession to th e th rone vveis 
followed by all sorts of scandal, one 
to ih e effect th a t lie laid a morganatic 
marriage with th e daugh ter o f an E ng­ 
lish admiral and anoth er ch arging h im 
with drinking to excess. 
Both stories 
imve been denied by h is friends, one 
editor h aving been imprisoned for pub­ 
lish ing tl» e story of th e morganatic 
marriage. 
As for th e drinking stories, 
th ese sire generally discredited. 
In 
fact, th e prevailing opinion nowadays 
Is th at th e king is a model young 
man wh o stays h ome nigh ts and is 
a rath er h umdr um, middle class In­ 
dividual wh o would make a typical 
English squire.

Th e American Coronet. 
No h eadgear is stipulated for our 
American aristocrats wh o will be in 
attendance, but if it Is not out of place 
I would suggest th at eleven large dol­ 
lar signs be placed about th e rim.

The hail smashed 
window pnner In every house in town, 
and llie rain came inside, souking cur-, 
tains and carpets. 
At Tenth and Union streets light­ 
ning smashed a tiee which tell on Mrs 
Gurrie 
AHender’s 
boarding 
house, 
which is built on the edge of a bluff 
ovei looking the I-ittio Lehigh. 
One 
side of it is corrugated iron. The tree 
carried down heavily charged trolley 
wire« on tiiie iron and the whole house 
was charged. 
Hannibal Dotterer and 
Irvin Geckenbach, in the house were 
elecrocuted and Mrs A1 lender shocked 
into insensibility.

When the battleship Arkansas leaves 
the* yard of the* Xciv York Hhipbuiid 
Dig, company at Camden, N. J., nnd 
goes into e*ornm!sshm, which will be 
early in July, six* will start her career 
on a strictly business basis. 
The term "scientific management 
has been applied to the Arkansas, and 
Justly so. but it Is not tiie tirst vessel 
of Uuele Sam's nnundu which has 
been Nclmitirtcally managed. 
It will 
Dt- tin* first x esse I. however, which has 
hud applied tee it tile best of all learned 
in the other ships of the navy. 
Tim system to be employed on the 
Arkansas xvill not be uexv, but it will 
be improved. 
Ever since the Spauish- 
Atnericuu war the unvy department’s 
experts have gradually Ireeu getting 
the management of a battleship down 
tej a real scientific basis. 
All the 
Dreadnoughts now In service are man­ 
aged under this system. 
It Is due* to 
this admirable system that such re­ 
markable results have been obtained in 
gunnery and engineering competitions, 
j in the selection of men who are quail 
fled for special work and in the devel 
opment of the material required to 
produce the most etflcieut condition of 
the ships for battle. 


Every Man an Expert. 


There will be 1,000 men nnd 100 offi­ 
cers aboard the Arkansas when she is 
placed in commission. 
Among these 
men are seamen, machinists, electri­ 
cians. clerks, poxvejer experts, ordnance 
experts, engiueers and. including the 
officers, almost every profession in the 
u.Mial walks of life, xvitli the excep­ 
tion of civil nnd mining engineers. 
There will be doctors, lawyers, deu- 
tlsts, historians, etc*. 
Every one of these men will be an 
expert. 
For years it has been the cus­ 
tom to select men for the kind of duty 
for which they are best fitted. 
The 
men who go aboard the Arkansas to 
ship xvill be better tlian that; they 
xvill be of this same class of men. with 
an additional training at tlie expense 
of the* navy on Hie other ships. 
The assignment of these men to their 
specific duties each day without a 
small army of foremen is another plan 
worked out which lias been but partly 
iu use on other battleships, 
it will be 
in a perfected state aboard the Arkan­ 
sas. 
One bugle call In I lie morning 
xvill start nil hands aboard ship to their 
respective duties. 
One bugle call at 
noon will stop them for their meals, 
while another xvill start them to xvork 
in the afternoon and another stop them 
again at night. 
The bugle xvill xvork 
the same as the factory whistle or the 
time c lo c k . 
These men will have cer­ 
tain duties to perform, and they will 
perform them Just the same as in some 
lug factory. 


Lika a Modern City. 
In fact, the* Arkansas will ho the 
modern 
scientifically 
managed 
city 
afloat. 
There xvill he Mg gun drills by a ma­ 
jority of the erew am! small arms prac­ 
tice by all the crew each day. 
In ad­ 
dition (lie men in the most modern 


e q u ip p e d machine shop afloat xvili jntt 
in a number of hours repairing ma­ 
chinery and studying mechanics. 
The 
same is true In tin* engine room nnd In 
the fire ro o m of the vessel. 
In the en­ 
gines tiie; hest of the designs of the 
other battleships, xvitli added improve­ 
ments, have been installed. 
The same 
is true of tiie electrical appliances. 
In time of battle the machinists will 
be able to make any kind of a repair 
except to put on armor plate or replace 
a big gun. Giant lathes, drills and trip­ 
hammers such as are seen In the best 
equipped machine shops on land will 
In* in operation daily. 
In the Arkansas the system of pur­ 
chasing and caring for supplies will be 
un improvement over that of the other 
vessels. Including the Delaware, which 
stands today as the most scientifically 
managed ship iu the xvorld. 
Then* xviil not be one single foot of 
space aboard the Arkansas which will 
ho xvastcd 
Neither xvill there be a 
single* effort of tlie men and officers 
xvhich xviil not count for something 
concrete. 
Navy men are counting on 
being able to hoDt the flag of perfec­ 
tion in management at the forward 
masthead of the Arkansas when that 
vessel joins the fleet.
